The new tension building up in interservice 
rivalry over the missile program might 
bring the climax that would use up public 
patience with this multi-billion-dollar non­ 
tense. 
It is a near-certainty that official patience 
has been used up. Even President Eisen­ 
hower, the old military pro who has been 
reluctant to knock heads together, has been 
taking a sharp tone about sniping and wran­ 
gling among generals and admirals. 
It is plain, for one thing, that the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, which was supposed to blend 
service points of view into one harmonious 
whole ^ for the security of the nation, 
has 
turned into an organization for the perpetua­ 
tion of rivalries instead. Each member is 
ex pected to be a special pleader for his spe­ 
cial branch of the service. 


ONE THING about the newest climax of 
the rivalry among the military services 
strikes a nonmiü tary observer with special 
force. 
The climax is up in the air—from a few 
thousand feet to a few hundred miles. The 
Army , the Navy and the Air Force all are 
sniping at one another over rights to do 
various things in the atmosphere, not on the 
ground or on the water. 


With, the right to do these things goes the 
right to spend billions of dollars of public 
money and thereby to maintain the prestige 
that goes with being one of the main arms of 
national defense. If the United States still 
had cavalry and it had been given special 
status, like the U.S. Marine Corps, it’s a safe 
bet the cavalry would be putting in its bid 
for a ground-to-air defense sy stem based on 
propulsion of rockets from horseback. 


THE NAVY intends to launch missiles from 
submarines. The Army has its missile sy s­ 
tem, and the Air 
Force has its missile 
sy stem. The purpose of all the sy stems is to 
Intercept Russian intercontinental bombers. 
It is generally agreed among those who 
profess to know that the Russians gave up 
bombers as their main reliance a long time 
ago. Missile sy stems designed to offset the 
threat have cost in the neighborhood of 30 
billion dollars so far, and as far as any 
direct effect is concerned the money might 
as well have been spent on digging moats 
to trap nonexistent Russian cavalry * 
There is a lively possibility that" If Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower and Defense Secretary Mc- 
Elroy ever did start knocking heads together 
to bring the interservice rivals to their 
senses, the sound effect would be that of 
bongo drums filled with thousand-dollar bills. 


Sha rpsho o ters Ca n Quit Firing 


The U.S. Supreme Court has disarmed the 
sharpshooters who had been try ing to drop 
it in its tracks over what will go down in 
legal history as the Watkins case. 
It has ruled that in the Watkins case it 
did not decide that legislative investigators 
could not ask q uestions of witnesses freely 
but only that witnesses had a constitutional 
right to know what the purpose of ^he in­ 
q uiry was. 
Those who had seized on this apparent curb 
on snooping expeditions to make the charge 
that the Supreme Court had thrown a protec­ 
tive arm around Communists were more in­ 
terested in blackening the good name of the 
court than in analy zing the logic of its de­ 
cision. “There is no congressional power to 
expose for the sake of ex posure” — that was 
the key point of the decision. 
It will be pointed out by the court’s crit­ 
ics that its new ruling, limiting and defining 
its previous ruling in the Watkins case two 
y ears ago, was made by the narrow margin 
of one vote. But it can be pointed out in 
turn that the size of the majority in a Su­ 
preme Court ruling has no bearing on the 
impact of the ruling. 
The long-range effect of the new ruling 


will be the same as if it had been made by 
unanimous decision. Its immediate effect is 
to close the mouths of Supreme Court crit­ 
ics who had been say ing that the ruling in 
the Watkins case tied the hands of legislative 
investigators. 
'ITiat was only the allegation of the court’s 
critics, not the ex press intent of the court’s 
decision. Now that the ex press intent has 
been defined, it is clear that the Watkins 
ruling merely warned legislative investiga­ 
tors they had no carte blanche to probe 
willy -nilly into the personal affairs of a wit­ 
ness without having made it clear to him 
what purpose was being served by their q ues­ 
tioning. 
Sharpshooters have had their fun with the 
Watkins case. Thejr can put away their guns. 
They also can q uit firing at what they had 
claimed was an odious and dangerous prece­ 
dent in the Nelson case, which had produced 
a decision apparently limiting the right of 
states to prosecute Communists under state 
sedition laws. 'The Supreme Court has made 
it clear it has no intent to take away the 
states’ right to protect themselves against 
sedition. 


AMA Clea rs Up A Clo uded Issue 


The American Medical Assn. came to grips 
with one of its toughest problems in its At­ 
lantic City convention when its delegates 
voted to cease resisting panel medicine in 
this country . 
This amounted to say ing that a patient 
shall have “free choice” about the way he 
receives his medical care, as far as the AMA 
is officially concerned. Its decision is not 
binding on state associations and it is not 
underw’ritten by all AMA members. But it 
is of great significance because it clears up 
the clouded issue of whether the AMA would 
abandon formal resistance to the practice of 
panel plans. 
There now are about 150 of these plans in 
the United States, covering some three mil­ 
lion persons who receive all medical care 
from panels or groups of doctors. The fact 
panel doctors work for salaries instead of 
fees, receiving their salaries from the non­ 
medical administrators of the panel plans, 
has been AMA’s chief point of opposition. 


Rules Fo r Emplo y es 


Tbe business of picking a job once was 
« oul searching; and keeping it entailed pretty 
rigid personal discipline and conformity to 
the idiosy ncrasies of the boss. 
Freq uently conditions of employ ment in­ 
cluded very intimate and personal matters; 
religious, family , political 
and monetary . 
The selection of a place to work or the man 
to work for was somewhat like choosing 
ones wife, church or political party . 
'The fellow who expected to advance in a 
concern practically had to marry it and live 
w th it, forsaking all else ‘“til death do us 
part.” 
Yet there were phases of this dominance 
of the employ e’s life that were good for him 
and, modified a bit, would be good for to­ 
day ’s y outh and their future. 


OH NO, I’m not recommending, much less 
expecting any such things. But they are 
Interesting, and amusing. I even remember 
some such as late as my own apprentice­ 
ship. 
Found fn the files of an old company were 
the “Rules for Employ es” of a Carriage 
House at Ithaca, N. Y., out of the 18 00’s. 
'The document, from times of q uill pen, 
kerosene lamp and 75 cents a day , pictures 
the stern, devout, frugal owmer of the busi­ 
ness and the manner of men who worked 
for him, 
Note particularly the sly provisiwis for 
an alert and rested staff; the concession to 
human nature for “courting purposes” ; the 
cautious incentive “provided the firm has 
prospered” and the okJ age arrangement in 
lieu of retirement pensions. 
Here they are, the “Rules for Employ ­ 
ees” ; 
Employ es working here shall dust the furn­ 
iture, clean their desks and sweep the floor 
daily . All windows shall be cleaned once a 
week. Each employ e shall br i ng his own 
bucket of water 
m d scuttle of coal for the 


But an AMA investigation begun in 1954 
produced so much - evidence that patients 
were benefiting from the plans when they 
were well administered that the association 
has laid aside its traditional view that nothing 
should be allowed to change the personal re­ 
lationship between a patient and his doctor. 
Actually , the traditional view had been put 
on the defensive by the popularity of med­ 
ical clinics. Panel-plan medicine merely adds 
prepay ment to the clinic idea, in some in­ 
stances. In other instances, the plans do not 
incorporate clinical procedure but merely 
provide a group of me<iical practitioners. 
There will be no immediate effect of the 
AMA action. ’Ibere still exists too much op­ 
position by individual and state groups. But 
there has been no great effect in the past of 
opposition, either. Panel medicine has been 
on the increase. The AMA merely has said in 
effect that it has withdrawn its official objec­ 
tion; that people have complete freedom to 
choose the kind of medical care they want.

It should be apparent to any one 
who followed the history of Euro­ 
pean dictatorships in the period 
after World War I that National 
Socialism and Fascism, as well as 
Communism, are deadly enemies 
of a free labor movement. When 
the power of government is devel­ 
oped to its logical end, private 
ownership, management and org­ 
anized labor must be swallowed 
up. 
Collective bargaining must nec­ 
essarily involve two parties, with 
freedom (rf action and relatively 
eq ual capacity to ex ert power in 
behalf of their interests. 
Conseq uently , a labor leader who 
is also ideologically a socialist is 
attempting to reconcile the irrecon­ 
cilable. 
Take Walter Reuther as an ex­ 
ample. There can be no doubt that 
he is a socialist in his ultimate 
objectives. These objectives are 
also political in the sense that he 
uses the great power of his union 
to elect and direct public officials. 
His idea of preserving the benefits 
attained by his union members is 
to control the government. 


IN ALL HIS SCHEMES, the rul­ 
ing authority would be representa­ 
tive of three interests — labor, 
management and the public or, to 
be specific, government. But he 
resolves his dilemma by seeking 
to have labor control the third 
member, government. 
, 
His grand design would req uire 
continuing, cohesive union power 
mobilized to control the making 
and 
enforcement of law 
indef­ 
initely . The time might come, how­ 
ever, despite the incredible activ­ 
ities of COPE, when a government 
which is not to the Reuther liking 
would provide the decisive third 
party in his plan. Then workers 
who have been deluded by his 
sophistry would find themselves at 
the mercy of government and man­ 
agement. 
John L. Lewis has alway s op­ 
posed socialism. His interest has 
been 
in 
maintaining 
sufficient 
health in the capitalist sy stem to 
afford his workers more and more 
for their efforts. 


THIS ISSUE is clearly shown in 
the current split- in labor ranks 
over Sen. O’Mahoney ’s bill S. 215. 
This would req uire 
a 
company 
contemplating a price increase to 
notify the Federal Trade Commis­ 
sion and submit to 30 day s’ hear­ 
ings before that body for the pur­ 
pose of showing the necessity for 
the increase. 
This indirect method of reaching 
virtual price control is defended by 
Senators O’Mahoney , Kefauver, and 
others as a way of attacking what 
they call “administered” 
prices, 
which they claim are monopo­ 
listic and one of the causes of in­ 
flation over the past few y ears. 
The bill is, of course, vigorous­ 
ly opposed by manufacturers. But 
unexpected <H>Position has come 
from some union leaders them­ 
selves. Officially , the AFL-CIO has 
asked that action be deferred on 
the bill until Sen. Douglas’ Joint 
Economic Committee has made 
its report on the economy as a 
whole. No doubt, George Mcany is 
opposed to such a plan but 
wishes to avoid a clash with Wal­ 
ter R e u t h e r’s UAW, which is 
ardently for it. 


DAVID J. MCDONALD of the 
Steelworkers sees clearly the im­ 
plications of such a measure of 
government interference. He said 
in his testimony :

Ivy League 
savvy and all, might have no more 
savvy in politics than Chief Bongo 
of Darkest Africa would have trap­ 
ping polar bears at the North Pô le. 
As for the “cult of mediocrity ” 
that y our Mr. John C. Cornelius, 
who is talking against a distin­ 
guished career in advertising re­ 
fers to, I am not so scared of 
mediocrity in politics as I am of 
misplaced genius. 
The way I look at politics, it re­ 
q uires no background of ex act 
knowledge. A fellow could be 
a 
good politician without having dis­ 
tinguished himself in the acq uisi­ 
tion of academic information. It 
is from the heart more than the 
head. 
The main thing is to have a 
strong sense of respect for people 
and the knack of getting things 
done. It is no place for theorists or 
lint-packers. The one q uality that 
pay s off best is what is referred 
to among politicians as “the com­ 
mon touch.” 
Calvin Coolidge had it, and with 
due respect for the little man it 
was all he did have. But it took 
him a long way . He was a good 
governor and a good president, 
through a lot of sniffers tried to 
low-bridge him with criticism for 
not-having been eq uipped with the 
ability to see what hadn’t begun 
to happen y et. 
Ever since I was knee-high to 


preachments I have been listening 
to people who preached that gov­ 
ernment should be run by some 
special 
crowd,

bearing crowd, preferably with Phi 
Beta Kappa key s. I take no stock 
in this.

I want my government to be in 
the hands of people who will pay 
attention to people like me when 
I have something to say and who 
will be able to understand what 
I am say ing. I find nothing in the 
practices of big business to give 
me confidence in big businessmen 
as political supermen or in big 
unions, either. They have as much 
right to take a. crack at it as 
any one else, but they have no in­ 
side track. • 
Being a politician or a political 
jobholder is a job in itself; it 
does not have to draft its talent 
from somewhere else. That is as 
silly to my mind as our,national 
folly of making financial ex oerts 
out of wealthy people who inherit­ 
ed money or were lucky enough 
to strike oil in the back y ard. 
That is as silly as taking politi­ 
cal advice from show-business per­ 
sonalities, or letting legal beagles 
become the nation’s social con­ 
science because they alway s have 
an articulate opinion. 
It is possible that Mr. Cornelius 
and his advertising topnotchers ■ 
might add some new, bright dimen­ 
sion to government and politics if 
they moved in with slogans, pub­ 
lic images, gray flannels and mar­ 
keting survey s. But I think it is 
no more probable than it would be 
if the'pinochle play ers of America 
decided to move in. 
There’s no telling where y ou will 
find native-born 
politicians. We 
used to look for ’em in log cabins. 
We found some there, too. For 
all I know, Madison Ave. might 
be the next mother lode, but I 
doubt it. Your aunt doubts it, too. 
She say s she would rather have 
me in the White House than half 
a dozen account men, because I 
am a no-account man. Your aunt’s 
a great kidder.

WASHINGTON 
How does the government know 
what it’s talking about when, every 
month, it issues figures on how 
many people in the previous month 
had or didn’t have jobs? 
Last week the government an­ 
nounced 
66,016,000 
people 
were 
working in May and that in the 
same month 3.38 9,000 were job­ 
less. Did it ask q uestions of those 
almost 70 million people? 
No, it couldn’t, possibly . Its fig­ 
ures on total employ ed and un­ 
employ ed are estimates, based on 
samplings. 
But the government 
thinks 
they 
are, 
nevertheless, 
amazingly accurate.* 
This is the main way it gets 
those figures. 
The Census Bureau hires 600 
part-time 
people—mostly 
house­ 
wives and college students—who 
go to 35 ,000 homes with prepared 
q uestions about who, among those 
living in each house, has a job, 
lost a job, or is looking for work. 
That seems like a tiny sampling 
to come up with the announce­ 
ment on the total number of peo­ 
ple working or jobless in the 
United States. 
But the Census Bureau say s — 
because the q uestions 
and the 
locations of the houses are scien­ 
tifically worked out — that a total 
estimate of 66,016,000 people work­ 
ing will not be wrong by more 
than 100,000. 
'The 35 ,000 homes visited by the* 
600 Census Bureau workers 
are 
spread over 330 sample areas in 
638 counties. They are not the 
same every month. 
Because of the way the areas 


are chosen — they include dty 
and farm homes, industrial, com­ 
mercial and farm areas — the 
government feels it has a pretty 
accurate 
picture 
of the whole 
country when the answers to the 
q uestions are analy zed. 
But the Bureau of Labor Statis­ 
tics, which works with the Censú a 
Bureau in 
reaching totals and 
conclusions on employ ment, has 
some other checks to guide it, too. 
The BLS has arrangements with 
factories around the country to 
send it each month their pay roll 
count—meaning how many people 
they have on their pay rolls. These 
include not only production work­ 
ers but white collar people, sales­ 
man and bosses, too. 
The BLS gets other information 
from the factories. For instance, 
the number (rf hours their em­ 
ploy es worked, their hourly and 
weekly earnings, and the kind of 
industry they ’re in. 
Still 
another 
check 
is rriad« 
through the claims jobless work­ 
ers around the country put in for 
unemploy ment compensation. 
This is not alway s a precise 
rundown on the unemploy ed. Each 
week many unemploy ed peewit, 
being out of a job so long they 
have used up all their unemploy ­ 
ment benefits, 
disappear 
as 
a 
statistic from unemploy ment com­ 
pensation books. 
Before the 1930s there were no 
direct measurements o i the num­ 
ber of jobless persons. The pres­ 
ent sy stem of checking got ke 
start during the depression when, 
because of mass unemploy ment, 
there were widely conflicting esti­ 
mates on the total.

The Soviet Union represents a 
more formidable 
t h r e a t to the 
American way of life today than I 
found it in 195 6. 
Comparing the conditions I wit­ 
nessed in the Soviet Union three 
y ears ago with what I saw on a 
second extensive trip in April and 
May of this y ear, I am forced to 
conclude that the Kremlin is reap­ 
ing the pay off on its dedicated sup­ 
port of education. 
It is continuing to count on edu­ 
cation as its primary weapon in 
its battle to spread Communism 
at home and abroad. 
It is lavishing on higher educa­ 
tion alone 2Vi times more of its 
gross national product than we are 
in America. 
It is initiating educational re­ 
form measures to make its school 
sy stem more effective in achieving 
its goal of overtaking America 
economically , politically and mili­ 
tarily . 
In 1956 Mrs. Auburn and I were 
among the first Americans to vis­ 
it Russian institutions of higher 
learning just after the denigration 
of Stalin and the rise of Khrush­ 
chev. We were members of an 
educational mission which visited 
schools and colleges in the princi­ 
pal cities of European Russia. 
Last month we concluded a 15 ,- 
000-mile tour involving visits to ed­ 
ucational institutions of all ty pes 
in eastern Siberia, central Asia, 
southern 
G e or g i a , 
and 
the 
Ukraine, as well as in Moscow and 
Leningrad. In addition we inspect­ 
ed leading universities in Russian- 
dominated Poland and Czechoslo­ 
vakia. 
Our mission was under the spon­ 
sorship of the U.S. State Depart­ 
ment and included the presidents 
of two other leading universities in 
North .4imerica—Dr. Harlan Hatch­ 
er, of the University of Michigan, 
and Dr. F. Cy Til James, of Mc­ 
Gill University , Montreal. 
Upon our return in 1956 I tried 
to explain that Russia’s commit­ 
ment to education posed a great 
threat to 
America 
and 
should 
arouse us from our complacency . 
I did not, however, aver that Rus­ 
sian education was superior to 
ours. 
Our hope in 1956 was t h a t 
emphasis 
on 
education 
would 
prove to be the undoing of the 
Kremlin. I thought that as more 
Russians became literate, as a 
new group of intelligentsia arose, 
the people might become restive 
under the totalitarian y oke. 
Now I find that I must revise 
my timetable. The Soviet educa­ 
tional sy stem, as altered by the 
21st Congress, is not likely to chal­ 
lenge the Kremlin’s leadership in 
the near future.^ 
As' presently planned, the edu­ 
cated Russian will be even more 
subservient to the aims of the 
state. 
The university students are com­ 
pletely indoctrinated in the Marx ­ 
ism-Leninism line. We talked to 
scores of such students—Russians, 
Uzbeks, Georgians, Ukranians. 
Instruction in the phy sical sci­ 
ences and in such tool subjects as 
foreign languages, 
mathematics, 
and engineering drawing is excel­ 
lent. But there is no evidence that 
the social sciences are taught ob­ 
jectively . Indeed, the social sci­ 
ence subjects which we in Ameri­ 
ca rely on to free men’s minds y e 
used in Russia to brainwash the 
Soviet students. 
Every student in every institu­ 
tion of higher learning, from Len­ 
ingrad to Irkutsk, nearly three 


million in all, must complete and 
then pass state examinations on 
three courses prescribed by the 
Ministry 
of 
Higher 
Educatiwi. 
These courses, taught over five 
. long y ears, preach the gospel ac­ 
cording to Marx and Lenin. No 
deviation is permitted. 
Couple this effective indoctrina­ 
tion with a greater emphasis on 
vocational education, higher stand­ 
ards for admission, more control 
over the student’s part-time work 
activities. The result: 
An even 
more subservient student. 
Moreover, his frame of refer- 
ènee is limited by what he is per­ 
mitted to read and know about 
the rest of the world. Since the 
Kremlin operates all media of 
communication, there is little any 
Russian can learn about life be­ 
y ond the Iron Curtain. 
Under 
these 
conditions, 
what 
course should America follow to 
hold its position of w(w*ld leader­ 
ship? First, we must maintain ad­ 
eq uate defense. And second, we 
must continue to breach the ideo­ 
logical Iron Curtain wherever pos­ 
sible. 
We must keep strong industrial­ 
ly and militarily . And we must im­ 
prove and expand our educational 
sy stem, which has given our peo­ 
ple the most envied position in the 
world. 
We must devise way s to bring to 
the Russian people the truth about 
American democracy and capital­ 
ism. We must try to bring more 
Russians here so that they can 
see for themselves the blessings 
we enjoy under our sy stem of 
freedom and liberty . 
Our long-range policy should not 
overlook this fact: A nation of 
free people cannot endure without 
education; a nation of slaves cdn- 
not long continue with education.

Kuala Lumpur, capital of the 
Federation of Malay a, this y ear 
celebrates its hundredth anniver­ 
sary as a city and its second birth­ 
day as a national capital. 
Built by tin and expanded by 
rubber, the city got its start about 
1859 as a Chinese tin-mining set­ 
tlement in the jungle. The name 
came from two rivers at the site: 
Kuala means “mouth” ; Lumpur,

It is a near-certainty that official patience 
has been 
used up. Even President Eisen­ 
hower, the old military pro who has been 
reluctant to knock heads together, has been 
taking a sharp tone about sniping and w’ran- 
gling among generals and admirals. 
It is plain, for one thing, that the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, which was supposed to blend 
service points of view into one harmonious 
whole % for the security of the nation, 
has 
turned into an organization for the perpetua­ 
tion of rivalries instead. Each member is 
expected to be a special pleader for his spe­ 
cial branch of the service. 


ONE THING about the newest climax of 
the rivalry among the military services 
strikes a nonmilitary observer with special 
force. 
The climax is up in the air—from a few 
thousand feet to a few hundred miles. The 
Army, the Navy and the Air Force all are 
sniping at one another over rights to do 
various things in the atmosphere, not on the 
ground or on the waster. 


With the right to do these things goes the 
right to spend billions of dollars of public 
money and thereby to maintain the prestige 
that goes with being one of the main arms of 
national defense. If the United States still 
had cavalry’ and it had been given special 
status, like the U.S. Marine Corps, ifs a safe 
bet the cavalry would be putting in its bid 
for a ground-to-air defense system based on 
propulsion of rockets from horseback. 


THE NAVY intends to launch missiles from 
submarines. The Army has its missile sys­ 
tem, and the Air 
Force 
has its 
missile 
system. The purpose of all the systems is to 
intercept Russian intercontinental bombers. 
It is generally agreed among those who 
profess to know that the Russians gave up 
bombers as their main reliance a long time 
ago. Missile systems designed to offset the 
threat have cost in the neighborhood of 30 
billion dollars so far, and as far as any 
direct effect is concerned the money might 
as well have been spent on digging moats 
to trap nonexistent Russian cavalry. 
There is a lively possibility that if Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower and Defense Secretary Mc- 
Elroy ever did start knocking heads together 
to bring the interservice rivals to their 
senses, the sound effect would be that of 
bongo drums filled with thousand-dollar bills. 


Sharpshooters Can Quit Firing 


The U S. Supreme Court has disarmed the 
sharpshooters who had been trying to drop 
it in its tracks over what will go down in 
legal history as the Watkins case. 
It has ruled that in the Watkins case it 
did not decide that legislative investigators 
could not ask questions of witnesses freely 
but only that witnesses had a constitutional 
right to know what the purpose of ^he in­ 
quiry was. 
Those who had seized on this apparent curb 
on snooping expeditions to make the charge 
that the Supreme Court had thrown a protec­ 
tive arm around Communists were more in­ 
terested in blackening the good name of the 
court than in analyzing the logic of its de­ 
cision. “There is no congressional power to 
expose for the sake of exposure” — that was 
rile key point of the decision. 
It trill be pointed out by the court’s crit­ 
ics that its new’ ruling, limiting and defining 
its previous ruling in the Watkins case two 
years ago, was made by the narrow margin 
of one vote. But it can be pointed out in 
turn that the size of the majority in a Su­ 
preme Court ruling has no bearing on the 
impact of the ruling. 
The long-range effect of the new ruling 


will be the same as if it had been made by 
unanimous decision. Its immediate effect is 
to close the mouths of Supreme Court crit­ 
ics who had been saying that the ruling in 


the Watkins case tied the hands of legislative 


investigators. 
That was only the allegation of the court’s 
critics, not the express intent of the court’s 
decision. Now that the express intent has 
been defined, it is clear that the W’atkins 
ruling merely warned legislative investiga­ 
tors they had no carte blanche to probe 
willy-nilly into the personal affairs of a wit­ 
ness without having made it clear to him 
what purpose was being served by their ques­ 
tioning. 
Sharpshooters have had their fun with the 
Watkins case. They can put away their guns. 
They also can quit firing at what they had 
claimed was an odious and dangerous prece­ 
dent in the Nelson case, which had produced 
a decision apparently limiting the right of 
states to prosecute Communists under state 
sedition laws. The Supreme Court has made 
it clear it has no intent to take away the 
states’ right to protect themselves against 
sedition.

AMA Clears Up A Clouded Issue 


The American Medical Assn. came to grips 
with one of its toughest problems in its At­ 
lantic City convention when its delegates 
voted to cease resisting panel medicine in 
this country. 
This amounted to saying that a patient 
shall have “free choice” about the way he 
receives his medical care, as far as the AMA 
is officially concerned. Its decision is not 
binding on state associations and it is not 
underwritten by all AMA members. But it 
Is of great significance because it clears up 
the clouded issue of whether the AMA w’ould 
abandon formal resistance to the practice of 
panel plans. 
There now' are about 150 of these plans in 
the United States, covering some three mil­ 
lion persons who receive all medical care 
from panels or groups of doctors. The fact 
panel doctors work for salaries instead of 
fees, receiving their salaries from the non­ 
medical administrators of the panel plans, 
has been AMA’s chief point of opposition. 


Rules For Employes 


The business of picking a job once was 
soul searching; and keeping it entailed pretty 
rigid personal discipline and conformity to 
the idiosyncrasies of the boss. 
Frequently conditions of employment in­ 


cluded very’ intimate and personal m atters; 
religious, family, 
political 
and monetary. 


The selection of a place to work or the man 


to work for w’as somewhat like choosing 


ones wife, church or political party. 
The fellow’ who expected to advance In a 
concern practically had to m arry it and live 
with it, forsaking all else “ Til death do us 
part ” 
Yet there were phases of this dominance 
of the employe’s life that were good for him 
and. modified a bit. would be good for to­ 
day’s youth and their future. 


OH NO, I’m not recommending, much less 
expecting any such things. But they are 
interesting, and amusing. I even remember 
some such as late as my own apprentice- 
ship. 
Found in the files of an old company’ were 
the “ Rules for Employes” of a 
Carriage 
House at Ithaca, N. Y., out of the 1800’s. 
The document, from times of quill peal, 
kerosene lamp and 75 cents a day, pictures 
the stern, devout, frugal owner of the busi­ 
ness and the manner of men who worked 
for him. 
Note particularly the sly provision? for 
an alert and rested staff; the concession to 
human nature for “courting purposes” ; the 
cautious incentive “provided the firm has 
prospered” and the old age arrangement in 
lieu of retirement pensions. 
Here they are, the “Rules for Employ­ 
ees”; 
Employes working here shall dust the furn­ 
iture, clean their desks and sweep the floor 
daily. All windows shall be cleaned once a 
week. Each employe shall b r i n g his own 
bucket of water and scuttle of coal for the 


But an AMA investigation begun in 1954 
produced so much * evidence that patients 
were benefiting from the plans when they 
were well administered that the assoc!ation 
has laid aside its traditional view that nothing 
should be allowed to change the personal re­ 
lationship between a patient and his doctor. 
Actually, the traditional view had been put 
on the defensive by the popularity of med­ 
ical clinics. Panel-plan medicine merely adds 
prepayment to the clinic idea, in some in­ 
stances. In other instances, the plana do not 
incorporate clinical procedure but merely 
provide a group of medical practitioners. 
There will be no immediate effect of the 
AMA action. There still exists too much op­ 
position by individual and state groups. But 
there has been no great effect in the past of 
opposition, either. Panel medicine has been 
on the increase. The AMA merely has said in 
effect that it has withdrawn its official objec­ 
tion; that people have complete freedom to 
choose the kind of medical care they want.

His idea of preserving the benefits 
attained by his union members is 
to control the government. 


IN ALL HIS SCHEMES, the rul­ 
ing authority would be representa­ 
tive of three interests — labor, 
management and the public or, to 
be specific, government. But he 
resolves his dilemma by seeking 
to have labor control the third 
member, government.

His grand design would require 
continuing, cohesive union power 
mobilized to control the making 
and 
enforcement of law 
indef­ 
initely. The time might come, how­ 
ever, despite the incredible activ­ 
ities of COPE, when a government 
which is not to the Reuther liking 
would provide the decisive third 
party in his plan. Then workers 
who have been deluded by his 
sophistry would find themselves at 
the mercy of government and man­ 
agement. 
John L. Lewis has always op­ 
posed socialism. His interest has 
been 
in 
maintaining 
sufficient 
health in the capitalist system to 
afford his workers more and more 
for their efforts. 


THIS ISvSUE is clearly shown in 
the current split in labor ranks 
over Sen. O’Mahoney’s bill S. 215. 
This would require

ping polar bears at the North Pole. 
As for the “cult of mediocrity” 
that your Mr. John C. Cornelius, 
who is talking against a distin­ 
guished career in advertising re­ 
fers to, I am not so scared of 
mediocrity in politics as I am of 
misplaced genius. 
The way I look at politics, it re­ 
quires no background of exact 
knowledge. A fellow could be a 
good politician without having dis­ 
tinguished himself in the acquisi­ 
tion of academic information. It 
is from the heart more than the 
head. 
The main thing is to have a 
strong sense of respect for people 
and the knack of getting things 
done. It is no place for theorists or 
lint-packers. The one quality that 
pays off best is what is referred 
to among politicians as “the com­ 
mon touch.” 
Calvin Coolidge had it. and with 
due respect for the little man it 
was all he did have. But it took 
him a long way. He was a good 
governor and a 
good 
president, 
through a lot of sniffers tried to 
low-bridge him with criticism for 
not having been equipped with the 
ability to see what hadn’t begun 
to happen yet. 
Ever since I was knee-high to 


preachments I have been listening 
to people who preached that gov­ 
ernment should be run by some

Beta Kappa keys. I take no stock 
in this.

I want my government to be in 
the hands of people who will pay 
attention to people like me when 
I have something to say and who 
will be able to understand what 
I am saying. I find nothing in the 
practices of big business to give 
me confidence in big businessmen 
as political supermen or in big 
unions, either. They have as much 
right to take a. crack at it as 
anyone else, but they have no in­ 
side track. • 
Being a politician or a political 
jobholder is a job in itself; it 
does not have to draft its talent 
from somewhere else. That is as 
silly to my mind as our national 
folly of making financial exoerts 
out of wealthy people who inherit­ 
ed money or were lucky enough 
to strike oil in the back yard. 
That is as silly as taking politi­ 
cal advice from show-business per­ 
sonalities. or letting legal beagles 
become the nation’s social con­ 
science because they always have 
an articulate opinion. 
It is possible that Mr. Cornelius 
and his advertising topnotchers 
might add some new, bright dimen­ 
sion to government and politics if 
they moved in with slogans, pub­ 
lic images, gray flannels and m ar­ 
keting surveys. But I think it is 
no more probable than it would be 
if the pinochle players of America 
decided to move in. 
There’s no telling where you will 
find 
native-born 
politicians. 
We 
used to look for ’em in log cabins. 
We found some there, too. For 
all I know. Madison Ave. might 
be the next mother lode, but I 
doubt it. Your aunt doubts it. too. 
She says she would rather have 
me in the White House than half 
a dozen account men. because I 
am a no-account man. Your aunt’s 
a great kidder.

How U. S. Arrives At Employment Figures 


WASHINGTON 
How does the government know 
what it’s talking about when, every 
month, it issues figures on how 
many people in the previous month 
had or didn’t have jobs? 
Last week the government an­ 
nounced 
66.016.000 
people 
were 
working in May and that in the 
same month 3.389.000 were job­ 
less. Did it ask questions of those 
almost 70 million people? 
No, it couldn’t, possibly. Its fig­ 
ures on total employed and un­ 
employed are estimates, based on 
samplings. 
But the government 
thinks 
they 
are, 
nevertheless, 
amazingly accurate.- 
This is the main way it gets 
those figures. 
The Census Bureau hires 600 
part-time 
people—mostly 
house­ 
wives and college students—who 
go to 35.000 homes with prepared 
questions about who, among those 
living in each house, has a job. 
lost a job, or is looking for work. 
That seems like a tiny sampling 
to come up with the announce­ 
ment on the total number of peo­ 
ple working 
or jobless 
in 
the 
United States. 
But the Census Bureau says — 
because the questions 
and 
the 
locations of the houses are scien­ 
tifically worked out — that a total 
estimate of 66.016,000 people work­ 
ing will not be wrong by more 
than 100.000 
The 35.000 homes visited by the* 
600 Census Bureau workers are 
spread over 330 sample areas in 
638 counties. They are not the 
same every month. 
Because (rf the way the areas 


are chosen — they include city 
and farm homes, industrial, com­ 
mercial and farm areas — the 
government feels it has a pretty 
accurate 
picture 
of 
the 
whole 
country when the answers to the 
questions are analyzed. 
But the Bureau of Labor Statis­ 
tics, which works with the Census 
Bureau 
in 
reaching totals 
and 
conclusions on employment, has 
some other checks to guide it, too. 
The BLS has arrangements with 
factories around the country to 
send it each month their payroll 
count—meaning how many people 
they have on their payrolls. These 
include not only production work­ 
ers but white collar people, sales­ 
man and bosses, too. 
The BLS gets other information 
from the factories. For instance, 
the number of hours their em­ 
ployes worked, their hourly and 
weekly earnings, and the kind of 
industry they’re in. 
Still 
another 
check 
is 
mad* 
through the claims jobless work­ 
ers around the country put in for 
unemployment compensation. 
This is not always a precise 
rundown on the unemployed. Each 
week many unemployed people, 
being out of a job so long they 
have used up all their unemploy­ 
ment 
benefits, 
disappear 
as 
a 
statistic from unemployment com­ 
pensation books. 
Before the 1930s there were no 
direct measurements of the num­ 
ber of jobless persons. The pres­ 
ent system of checking got its 
start during the depression when, 
because of mass unemployment, 
there were widely conflicting esti­ 
mates on the total.

The Soviet Union represents a 
more formidable t h r e a t to the 
American way of life today than I 
found it in 1956. 
Comparing the conditions I wit­ 
nessed in the Soviet Union three 
years ago with w’hat I saw on a 
second extensive trip in April and 
May of this year, I am forced to 
conclude that the Kremlin is reap­ 
ing the payoff on its dedicated sup­ 
port of education. 
It is continuing to count on edu­ 
cation as its primary weapon in 
its battle to spread Communism 
at home and abroad. 
It is lavishing on higher educa­ 
tion alone 2H times more of its 
gross national product than we are 
in America. 
It is initiating educational re­ 
form measures to make its school 
system more effective in achieving 
its goal of overtaking America 
economically, politically and mili­ 
tarily. 
In 1956 Mrs. Auburn and I were 
among the first Americans to vis­ 
it Russian institutions of higher 
learning just after the denigration 
of Stalin and the rise of Khrush­ 
chev. We were members of an 
educational mission which visited 
schools and colleges in the princi­ 
pal cities of European Russia. 
Last month we concluded a 15,- 
000-mile tour involving visits to ed­ 
ucational institutions of all types 
in eastern Siberia, central Asia, 
southern 
G e o r g i a , 
and 
the 
Ukraine, as well as in Moscow and 
Leningrad. In addition we inspect­ 
ed leading universities in Russian- 
dominated Poland and Czechoslo­ 
vakia. 
Our mission was under the spon­ 
sorship of the U.S. State Depart­ 
ment and included the presidents 
of two other leading universities in 
North America—Dr. Harlan Hatch­ 
er. of the University of Michigan, 
and Dr. F. Cyril James, of Mc­ 
Gill University, Montreal. 
Upon our return in 1956 I tried 
to explain that Russia’s commit­ 
ment to education posed a great 
threat 
to 
America 
and 
should 
arouse us from our complacency. 
I did not, however, aver that Rus­ 
sian education was superior to 
ours. 
Our hope in 1956 was t h a t 
emphasis 
on 
education 
would 
prove to be the undoing of the 
Kremlin. I thought that as more 
Russians became literate, as a 
new group of intelligentsia arose, 
the people might become restive 
under the totalitarian yoke. 
Now I find that I must revise 
my timetable. The Soviet educa­ 
tional system, as altered by the 
21st Congress, is not likely to chal­ 
lenge the Kremlin’s leadership in 
the near future. % 
.As presently planned, the edu­ 
cated Russian will be even more 
subservient to the aims of the 
state. 
The university students are com­ 
pletely indoctrinated in the Marx­ 
ism-Leninism line.

Our long-range policy should not 
overlook this fact: A nation of 
free people cannot endure without 
education; a nation of slaves can­ 
not long continue with education.

Most 
of the insula tion of this type is 
equipped with fla nges which la y 
on the fa ce of the wa ll studs a nd 
ca n be sta pled to 
them, 
thus 
ma king sure of the two-inch a ir- 
^ a ce behind them. 
In recent yea rs, 
houses 
ha ve 
been offered for sa le which a re 
quite complete a s fa r a s the ex ­ 
terior goes but unfinished in the 
interior: the idea being tha t the 
purcha ser will complete the inter­ 
ior himself a nd thus sa ve a con­ 
sidera ble a mount of money. 
For the ca pa ble ma n this is 
a n ex cellent idea , a nd ma ny thous­ 
a nds of homes of this type ha ve 
been 
sold. 
One 
of 
the 
first 
steps to ta ke in completing this 
type of house is to a ttend to the 
insula ting. The more complete a nd 
ca reful job the owner d oe s the 
more sa tisfa ctory will the house 
be.

The net tonnage of all types of 
steel which the six European coun 
tries exported to Chicago, Cleve­ 
land and Detroit in the week end­ 
ed May 30 was 20,313.78, “Steel” 
added. 
Traffic congestion in the seaway 
at the Welland Canal, inadequate 
port facilities, and unfamiliarity of 
U.S. consumers with customs red 
tape and trading procedure have 
tended to hold down steel import 
volume, the journal continued. In 
the event of a steel strike July I, 
imports would increase sharply, 
“Steel” said. 
Steel output last week was at 94 
per cent of capacity. Among the 
12 producing districts, there were 
half-point declines in Detroit and 
the Wheeling-SteubenVille districts. 
Four others increased slightly and 
the remaining six districts held at 
a rate unchanged from the previ­ 
ous week. 
May’s steel output of 8.91 mil­ 
lion tons was an all-time record 
for the industry. June is expected 
to come close to that figure, and 
the second quarter total also will 
be a new record, “Steel” said. 
Scrap prices rose to their highest 
point since April, moving upward 
last week by a half dollar to $35.50 
a gross ton.

The building industry is always 
coming up with something new, 
and it can be said that most of 
it is good and has real merit. 
The item of insulation alone 
has been a boon to the home own­ 
ers of the nation and has saved 
many of them enough money on 
fuel to meet the mortgage inter­ 
est.

But it is my 
opinion that the best insulation is 
in the form of 
two-inch thick, 
fireproof, 
verminproof batts or 
blanket insulation which is cov­ 
ered with waterproof covering. 
I prefer the two-inch thickness 
because it leaves a two-inch air 
space between the outer face of 
the insulation and the inside face 
(rf the exterior house wall. Most 
of the insulation of this type is 
equipped with flanges which lay 
on the face of the wall studs and 
can be stapled to 
them, 
thus 
making sure of the two-inch air­ 
space behind them.

In recent years,

interior; the idea being that the 
purchaser will complete the inter­ 
ior himself and thus save a con­ 
siderable amount of money.

It seem odd—until y ou stop to 
think about it—that there are hun­ 
dreds of thousands of American 
families who have bought houses 
but never sold any . 
There are certain things the 
first-time seller of a house should 
k now. He should k now, 
for in­ 
stance, that it is important to de­ 
cide, even before the house goes 
on the maark et, exactly what is 
and what is not being sold.

Any item attached to the house 
or property that is not readily , 
portible is considered a part of the' 
sale unless a special provision is 
made exempting it. But there are: 
many other things that may not| 
be included in the sale, among' 
exhaust fans, 
electric 
heaters,! 
laundry equipment, refrigerators,! 
carpeting and so on.

IT IS WISE to mak e out a com-; 
plete list of the items that are to! 
be included in the sale, to show 
the list to the prospective purch­ 
aser and to include it in the con­ 
tract. Disagreements over corn- 
held up the closings 
of 
many 
sales. 


Real e s t a t e dealers usually ; 
charge a fee of 5 per cent of the 
sales price of the property . 
For this, they pay for advertis­ 
ing the property , for the expense 
of tak ing prospective buy ers to 
view it, and for advice about all 
matters connected with the sale. 
This last could very well be the 
most important part of a dealer’s 
function, since his k nowledge of 
real estate law sometimes 
can 
save y ou a lot of trouble before 
the transaction is completed. 
There are three way s y ou can 
sell the house with an existing 
mortgage on it: (1) Have the buy ­ 
er get a new mortgage to re­ 
place the old one; (2) have the 
buy er purchase the house “sub- 
je<l to” the mortgage; or (3) have 
the buy er purchase the house and 
“assume” the mortgage. 


UNDER today ’s conditions, the 
savings and mortgage experts of 
the American Bank ers Assn., rec­ 
ommend the first method. Then 
there are no contingent liabili­ 
ties hanging over the sale. 
If a buy er purchased a house 
“subject to” a mortgage, what 
he would really be seek ing would 
be to have a mortgage executed 


in his name at the same interest 
y ou were pay ing. If y our mort­ 
gage is at a rate lower than the 
present mark et rate, it is unlik ely 
that any lender would enter into 
such a deal. 
In the third case, where the 
buy er would “assume” a mort­ 
gage, y ou might be dealing with 
a relative or close friend who had 
only a small amount of cash. 
He would give y ou a note and 
sales contract for the difference 
between the mortgage and the 
sales price agreed upon. In this 
event, the buy er would not sign 
any notes at the bank . The title 
to the property would remain in 
y our name until the first mort­ 
gage held by the bank was paid 
off. 
Then a first mortgage would be 
executed for the amount of the 
sales contract, which the buy er 
would repay to y ou on 
agreed 
ment, the seller is accepting a 
contingent liability , because he is 
gage.

With 82 per cent of the 18 
million East Germans born Evan­ 
gelical, the church has ranked as 
the most influential and stubborn 
voice of freedom in the satellite. 
Since the Reds set up their 
regime in 1949, only 200 pastors 


many feel they must cooperate 
with the Communists. 
The regime has encouraged this 
trend by refusing to deal with the 
central 
offices 
of 
the 
church. 
State officials negotiate with East 
German clergymen and distribute 
revenues from church taxes only 
on a district or local level. 
Many church officials see this 
dismemberment of the church as 
the first step by the Communists 
towards its dissolution. 
It was this anxiety that made 
Dibelius recently cry out from a 
pulpit in East Berlin: 
“ No m atter what happens to the 
Evangelical church, the name of 
Jesus Christ will never be erased 
faces ^rom 
the life 
of 
the 
German 
people.”
